Mr. Hamline computed the value of the 
ninety acres proposed to be filled in by the 
Nilinois Central at $68,000,000 for railroad pur- 
poses and $15,000,000 for commercial purposes.

mission—Confeérence of Interested Parties. 

A new way of settling the Lake-Front con- 
troversy was suggested by Franklin MacVeagh 
at a meeting in the Mayor’s office of prom- 
inent business-men called together by Mr. 
Washburne. It is proposed that the Legisla- 
ture shall delegate its power to a commission 
and that this commission treat with the City 
of Chicago and the Illinois Central railroad 
company in effecting a settlement. 

The conference was attended by the follow- 
ing:

Before the conference opened dissatisfac- 
tion was expressed by some of the members, 
and with especial frankness by Mr. Hesing, at 
the absence of the Mayor. The invitations 
had been issued in his name and it was 
claimed that courtesy demanded his presence. 

Corporation Counsel Miller represented the 

Mayor. Lyman J. Gage was selected to pre- 
side and Mr. Nye to keep the record. 
The Corporation Counsel explained in de- 
tail what was proposed by the Illinois Central’s 
original bill and also the changes that would 
be effected if the amendments introduced 
were adopted. He had a map before him. In 
addition he fully explained the situation in the 
courts and the points in controversy in the 
pending litigation. 

A general discussion followed, which was 
participated in by Messrs. Clark, Pike, Mac- 
Veagh, Edsall, Gage, Nye, Nixon, Hesing, 
Lawson, Callerton, Madden and Sullivan. 

Adoption of Resolutions. 
The first definite action was the passage of 


the following: 

Resolved, That whatever legislation shall be 
had itis the sense of this conference that the 
property south of Adams street shall be held to 
the city in any adjustment that shall be made, 
and that it shall be used for park purposes. 

This settled, the following was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That whatever legislation be had the 
four blocks north of Adams street shall be re 
served for the city entire. 

Then the discussion regarding the commis- 
sion cameup. This idea was suggested ; by 
Mr. MacVeagh, and after a long discussion 
was formulated into a resolution and adopt- 
ed. It is believed that inasmuch as the Gen- 
eral Assembly is a large body it will be 
more practical to appoint a commission to act 
on behalf of the State. It is believed the 
State’s interest will be better cared for and a 
conclusion can be reached more readily. The 
number of commissioners was not agreed 
upon. Several gentlemen present said that 
they believed the General Assembly would 
not pass any legislation this session look- 
ing toa settlement, and that if a commis- 
sion was not appointed the matter would have 
to go over for a couple of years. 

The resolution adopted reads as follows: 
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A committee composed of J. W. Nye, Eu- 
gene S. Pike, and John G. Shortall was ap- 
pointed to draft a bill.

VETERANS, MILITIAMEN, AND OTHERS 
TURN OUT TO DO IT HUNOR. 


Description of the Decoration Day Parade 


A Panorama of the Qld and the New 
Crowds Alone the Line of March—Or- 
ganizations That Took Part in the Cele- 
bration—The Fifteenth Infantry, U. & A. 
in Line—Some of the Features. 


It was the day of the flag. 

The good old Stars and Stripes fluttered ev- 
erywhere and flaunted in thedrifting winds with 
fine American independence. The sad, per- 
sistent memories of the war days and the war- 
heroes were buried deep in flowers in the early 
eee 


ringing patriotism. Youngsters and olds- |. 


sters thronged the streets and lined the way of 
march, and through all this kaleidoscopic hu- 
manity ran one feeling of love for the old flag 
—dipped in blood and baptized in battle, but 
all the brighter and dearer today. 

The weather was perfect. There was little 
of wind or dust and just enough sunlight to 
add glimmer to bayonet and saber and addi- 
2 brilliancy to banner, and flag, and uni- 

orm. 

The procession filed past in fine order; from 
any viewpoint it was an inspiring sight—an 
endless panorama of the old and the new. Per- 
haps thé best viewpoint was on Michigan ave- 
nue. 

A sound of trumpets! 

Then a police squad swung into line. They 
wore boutonniéres and were big men—and 
felt as much. And then a ripple ran along 
the lines of spectators, for the band played 
arching Thro’ Georgia!“ and the old 
vets.””, went by. It was the blue and gray 
over again—they wore the historic color, but 
hair and beard had turned Confederate gray. 

Few had eyes for any save the men of the 
G. A. R.—a mélange of men of all classes and 
masses. Broadcloth rubbed against home- 
spun; poverty and pecuniosity marched 
shoulder to shoulder; but the old war days 
had made all brothers. John Finerty and ex- 
Sheriff Matson tramped side by side. And 
everyone said it was like the lion lying down 
by the lamb, but no one knew which was the 
lion and which was the lamb. 

The old heroes drew up on either side as the 
troops went by. 

First came a blare of music, then a riot of 
color, in which the keynote was the dazzling 
white of the marine men. The regulars went 
by with the insouciant, free-and-easy swing of 
men who have hunted red game on West- 
ern prairies. Then another band and a man 
in a tall white bearskin shako, who tossed his 
baton up twenty feet in the air and caught it 
again so deftly that all the small boys howled 
themselves into fits—even the pretty girls in 
the windows forgot to ponder on the pretty 
fact that they had their prettiest gowns on. 
The first of the State Guards presented a fine 
appearance as they went by eighteen abreast, 
stepping it off like the Queen’s Own. 

The Zouaves, a line of emphatic red; the 
police, stalwart, well drilled, grim; the fire- 
men, squaring shoulders and toes—it was a 
great sight. The small boy whistled his ap- 
preciation through a broken tooth. The men 
clapped and cheered. The women waved hand- 
kerchiefs. Every one congratulated oneself 
on being alive. It was a national day—a pa- 
triotic day—the day af the flag.

who took part in it, worthy of the occasion it 
celebrated. : i! 

Passing the Reviewing Officers. 


The troops, both regular and militia, passed 


the reviewing officers at the Exposition Build- 
ing in column of platoons with the guide at

the National Guard took the double rank 
formation, a fact that helped them vastly in 
keepmg the alignment. The platoon point of 
the troops from Fort Sheridan were a trifle 
ragged, and by the converse of a statement 
made above looked worse than they were on 
account of the formation being in single rank. 
The step and bearing of the regulars told, as 
it always does, to their advantage, and about 
evened up appearances with the militiamen, 
who certainly had the best of the marching. 

Applause came frequently and impartially 
from the sidewalks and buildings along the 
line of march, save at the Pullman buildings, 
where a contingent at army headquarters had 
a big pent up volley of cheers to discharge at 
the regulars. 

Everybody applauded the Veteran Corps of 
the First Infantry, which, under charge of 
Commandant Coffin, marched between the 
band and Col. Koch’s staff. The veterans’ 
alignment was well nigh perfect. 

Col. Judd has kept the Second up to the 
standard planned and promised by him when 
the line officers made him a Colonel. The 
ranks yesterday were full, the men kept touch 
of elbow and cadence of step, and did not 
slur the motions in the execution of the man- 
ual, 

Capt. Ford’s Zouaves went through some of 
the difficult evolutions that one does not find 
in tactics, but which nevertheless have won 
the command many prizes and have made it 
the crack zouave company of the country. 

The veterans—well, it makes no difference 
how they marched, They did not flag, and 
they passed the reviewing officers in step and 
with shoulders back. 

The civilian organizations and the indepen- 
dent military companies showed that they 
had appreciated the fact that regulars were to 
set the pace and that they had profited by re- 
cent drill. 

The United States flag ranks all persons 
and things in the United States, and as a re- 
sult it is entitled to and is given more honors 
in military circles than anything else. 
It was the sole part of the procession 
yesterday that Gen. Miles was under the ne- 
cessity of saluting first. To the flag he not 
only uncovered, but his hat came way to his 
saddle’s pommel and there staid till the colors 
had passed. It was regretful that untrained 
color sergeants in many instances neglected 
the returning “ dip” of acknowledgment. 

Scenes and Incidents. 

The horse of Gen. Miles was a splendid ani- 
mal and seemed to take as much pride in the 
parade as did his rider. During ail the time 
the procession was passing he stood as it were 
at attention, making scarcely a motion except 
when the General saluted the country’s flag as 
it was borne past at the head of a division or 
regiment; then the charger with the pride of 
an old veteran proudly arched his glossy neck 
and lowered his head. He was frisky before he 
took the reviewing position, but after that 
never moved a limb except when the stirring 
notes from a band were heard, and then he 
pawed the ground with one leg as if longing 
to lead acharge. The horse and rider looked 
at times as striking and impassive as a magni- 
ficent equestrian statue. 

After the procession was over Gen. Miles 
expressed his pleasure at the display, and one 
of his staff saud it was in composition and 
bearing admirable and picturesque. The ex- 
cellence of the marching, not only of the mil- 
itary but of all others in line, was noticeable 
and won frequent plaudits. .. 

A feature of the review, however, which was

Total Number in Line, 

The total number of men in line was esti- 
mated at 6,000, and, forming at Market and 
Monroe streets, they took the following line 
of march: 

From Market and Monroe streets on Monroe 
to Fifth avenue, Fifth avenue to Adams, Adams 
to Wabash avenue, Wabash avenue to Harrison 
street, Harrison street to Michigan boulevard, 
Michigan boulevard to Sixteenth street, counter- 
marching north on Michigan boulevard past the 
reviewing officers.

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SPEECHLESS AND HOPELESS, Stk JOHN 
MACDONALD AWAITS DEATH. 


His Brain Still Active, but He Cannot Ex- 
press His Thoughts—Against the Advice 
of Friends the Sick Man Persisted in 
Going On with His Work—Forecasting 
the Effects of the Premier's Demise 
Upon the Politics of Canada. 

Orrawa, Ont., May 0. [Special. I—At 11 
o’clock tonight Sir John Macdonald is still 
alive, That is about all that can be said. He 
has taken nourishment. several times in the 
shape of whisky and milk and he retains thor- 
ough consciousness, but the paralysis shows 
no sign of improvement and he is still speech- 
less. None of the doctors who have seen him 
hold out the slightest hope, andso far as 
human knowledge goes it is only a question of 
a few hours when the dissolution will come. 

The following bulletin has just been issued 
by the three doctors in attendance: 

Earnscliffe, 1 a. m.—Sir John is resting quietly, 
but no improvement. Next bulletin will be issued 
at f a. m., unless sudden change takes place. 

Lady Macdonald and his only son, Hugh 
John Macdonald. M. P., have been constantly 
at his bedside. The result of the attack was 
to paralyze the Premier’s right side, not suf- 
ficient to affect the limbs perceptibly, but to 
entirely deprive him of his power of speech. 
Again and again he has made efforts to speak 
in vain. The leader lay on his bed for hours, 
conscious, but powerless to give utterance to 
the thoughts that were seething through his 
still active brain. 

The Venerable Archdeacon Lauder was 
admitted to the presence of Sir John 
this afternoon and was with him in 
his pastoral character for some time. 
Besides Lady Macdonald and her chil- 
dren the only persons allowed inside the 
sick room were the old man’s faithful and 
stalwart secretary, Joseph Pope, and Fred 
White, Controller of Mounted Police, who 
formerly acted in the same capacity for the 
dying Premier. 

Lady Macdonald has remained in the sick- 
room almost constantly since last night. She 
looks very pale, and her face shows traces of 
great suffering and mental agony. There lies 
on the Secretary’s table at Earnscliffe a good 
pile of cablegrams and telegrams from En- 
gland and all vartsof Canada. Very few of 
them have been opened. Such as have been 
read are inquiries and condolences. The Gov- 
ernor-General cabled the Queen and Lord Sal- 
isbury the latest 

For days before his seizure Sir John’s friends 
urged him to avoid certain small exposures 
and duties, but it was characteristic of his in- 
domitable will that he has refused all such 
advice. Even yesterday friends remonstrated 
with him for his attention to public business, 
but he would not listen. A cablegram arrived 
from England yesterday signeg by the Prin- 
cess Louise. Sir John the reply that 
he was out of danger. The Cabinet was in 
session nearly all day. Just what was done at 
the meeting has not transpired, but the grave 
crisis in ministerial circles was undoubtedly 
under consideration. Her Majesty cabled this 
evening inquiring about the Premier’s condi- 
tion. 


EFFECT OF SIR JOUN’S DEATH, 


The Liberals Not Believed to Be Any Nearer 
Power than They Have Been.

diately after prorogation and nearly all the 
Ontario and Quebec portfolios changed. 

There are strong objections amongst the On- 
tario members to Sir Charles Tupper, and any 
talk of Sir John Thompson as Premier is al- 
ways qualified with the name of Dalton Mc- 
Carthy or some other prominent Protestant 
equal-righter frora Ontario as an offset to the 
fact of Thompson beinga Roman Catholic. 
Sir Hector Langevin is completely counted 
out and nobody has fora moment considered 
the possibility of Mr. Laurier being sent for. 
The leader of the opposition himself has said 
to a prominent official of the House that he 
expected Sir Charles Tupper would be sent 
for. The general impression amongst the op- 
position is that Sir Charles will be sent for, 
but that is not the impression amongst Con- 
servatives. 

Langevin Will Not Be Called. 

As thesenior Privy Councilor. it would ap- 
pear, under ordinary circumstances, as if Sir 
Hector Langevin would be the most likely 
person for his Excellency to send for. But it 
is not at all probable that he will send fora 
man over whom such grave charges of mal- 
feasance in office are hanging as are at pres- 
ent pending over Sir Hector Langevin. 
Therefore it is likely that Mr. Abbott, as lead- 
er of the government in the Senate, will be 
sent for. 

What will be done then? Will there be pro- 
rogation? Will there be an adjournment? 
Will there be an immediate reconstruction of 
the Cabinet? Does the death of the Premier 
involve the resignation of the whole Cabinet? 
These and a dozen other questions have been 
asked a hundred times today. Commencing 
with the last question first it might be said 
that the death of the first Minister does not 
mean, as is generally supposed, the death of 
the entire Cabinet. « 

„If Dalton McCarthy and Sir John Thomp- 
son will pull together the Conservative party 
will continue to hold power.” 

This opinion was expressed again and again 
today by men of both political parties. 

McCarthy is necessary to Thompson and 
Thompson to McCarthy.

New Oatzans, La, May 30.—[Special.]—

This dispersed the crowd for the night, but 
the next day Hampton was arrested for the 
killing. An attempt was made to enter the 
jail and lynch him, but the plans of the mob 
were thwarted by the prompt action of the 
Sheriff. Hampton got a change of venue and 
stood trial for the killing, and was acquitted. 
He was immediately rearrested for hog-steal- 
ing, and fearing that he would be lynched if 
he remained in jail pending trial he pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to one year, and the 
Sheriff delivered him at the penitentiary at 
once and the lynchers were again prevented 
from doing any violence. .

e it Maybrick's release from prison as a 
matter of right, and as an acknowledged innocent 
woman. 

Second--The removal from office of all those 
who can be shown by their unconstitutional con- 
duct to have been responsible for the miscarriage 
of grote which has taken place.

The result was 
never doubtful, and from the start the fleet 
limbed and muscular wearers of the crimson 
piled up such a score as buried their nearest 
rivals, Yale, Princeton, and Columbia, 
out. of sight. It was an over 
whelming victory. From an athletic stand- 
point the meeting was a phenomenal success. 
Of the fourteen intercollegiate records on the 
program all but four were bettered. One 
world’s record went under, H. L. Williams of 
Yale accomplishing in the high hurdles what 
the athletes of England and America have at- 
tempted in vain for a score of years, 
the record under 16 seconds. L. H. Cary, the 
Princeton demon, equaled the world’s rec- 
ord for 220 yards by covering the distance in 
214-5 seconds. Besides these intercollegiate 
records were broken in the 100 yards dash, 
quarter mile run, low hurdles, runnmg and 
running broad jum p, pole vault, hammer, and 
one mile walk, 

Ind ividuai honors were easy between Will- 
iams and Cary. Each won two races in record 
time. The Yale man, however, had justa 
trifle the best of it in that his performance in 
the high hurdies beat the world’s record, while 
Cary’s yard sprint only equaled the best 
previous big ones. 

J. P. Finlay of Harvard won two events— 
the hammer and shot—breaking the record in 
the former. Fearing of Harvard took one 
first and one second. No other athlete scored 
more than five points. 

This year’s competition is the second for the 
new intercollegiate cup now held by Harvard. 
The scoring is on the basis of five ts for 
first place, two forsecond, and one for third. 
Harvard’s final seore was 46, Yale’s 5, ‘Puaee 
ton’s 22, Columbia’s 19, ‘and Amherst s 6.

Fiames and a Fearfal Explosion Follow the 
Lighting of a Matoh—W. o. Worth and 
A. L. Jordan Receive Injuries That May 
Prove Fatal—Narrow Escapes of Em- 
_ ployes of Firms Occupying the Building 
—The Loss Estimated at $130,000. 


The Keene Block at Carroll avenue and 
Sheldon street was wrecked by fire yesterday . 
afternoon. It isa five-story brick structure, 
50x150 feet, built last year. It was occupied 
by the Chicago Spring Butt company, the 
Chicago Bicycle company, thé Trenton Wire 
Mattress company, and H. 8. Maynard’s 
2 The loss by fire is 6180, 


e eee 200 men em- 
ployed in the building were not at work. W. 
O. Worth, the inventor of the Worth bicycle 
and chief owner in the Chicago Bicycle com- 
pany, was showing A. L. Jordan, the St. Louis 
agent of the company, the manner of mak- 
ing the machines. Together they stepped into 
the japanning-room, where bicycles are 
Japanned by placing them in a hot oven, This 
is heated by gas. Worth stepped into the 
huge oven, and lighted a match. Gas, 
which had escaped from the pi 1 
with a tremendous detonation orth was 
thrown twenty feet against a wall. Another 
explosion quickly followed of gas or japan, or 
both, filling the room with flame, crashing 
down all three partitions, and wrapping Worth 
and Jordan in flames. The men dashed 
through the blaze and ran down-stairs into the 
street with the fire blazing about them. Worth 
ran blindly down the street until an employé, 
Louis Hardy, caught and threw him down, 
rolled him over with his own coat, and smoth- 
ered the flames. 

Jordan also ran down the street, but was 
aided by the bystanders. Both the men fainted ° 
and were hurried away in a patrol wagon to 
the County Hospital. 

The flames shot quickly up the elevator 
shaft to the roof. A still alarm brought en- 
gine No. 12, and Fire Marshal Pazen turned 
in a 411 alarm. Before additional apparatus 
arrived flames burst from windows and roof.

And when we find Jesus in the New Testa- 
ment we need go no further, nor ask anything 
more, In him every need of human life is 
met. Why care to press the old controver- 
sies asto his name and nature? He is the 
idealman and in him we have completest 
access to the father. And the greatest value 
of the gospels will ever be that the human 
soul in its loftiest moments will still meet in 
these pages the mighty figure of the man of 
Nazareth, who can still say: Follow me.“ 
More and more, as time by, a divine. 
splendor gathers around this man of Nazar- 
eth, and his perfect humanity is seen drawing 
the world to himself. That is the ultimate 
proof that the gospels are divinely inspired, 
that they fasten to the best in man and draw 
it to a yet higher level. 

So the question: What is the Bible? is an- 
swered by saying that it is a book that will 
survive. It h the seed of human excel- 
lence. It is the guide and chart through 
stormy seas toahaven of peace. It is the 
manual of manhood and the science and art 
of life. Some parts will be regarded as more 
divine than others. The sermon on the 
mount, the 13th and 15th of First Corinthians, 
the and 108d Psalms, and many other 
chapters, ahd groups of verses, and tragic in- 
cidents, and sublime ascriptions of praise, and 
stories of devout lives—how many such pas- 
sages will remain tender and cherished be- 
yond measure when faraway generations shall 
come to confront. these same life problems 
and seek, like us, a heavenly father and a 
helping Christ? Bible will abide, and the 
best in it will feed the best in the life of man, 
and the divine excellencies of the Christ char- 
acter will never .be surpassed by any coming 
hero of morals and religion.

The only way that it can be saved to the 
future is to put it on the basis of fact. The 
truth must be known.

DAKOTA’S ROARING WELL. 


Immense Foree Exerted at the Outlet of a 
Subterranean Reservoir. 
South Dakota Huronite: The artesian well 
on the Valley stock farm continues +o attract 
great crowds of people. And well it may, for 
it is really the wonder of the age. Following 
the tests made of the pressure on Saturday 
and Sunday the cap was removed, and through 
a nozzle a two-and-a-half inch stream of water 
was shot upinto the ait a distance of 125 to 
140 feet. The direct course of the stream was 
greatly interfered with by the cross-beams and 
braces of the derrick. With a clear way and 
no wind a two-and-a-half-inch stream would 
be sent 160 feet into. the air. So great is the 
pressure that pine boards six inches wide and 
one inch thick, used as stays and braces on the 
derrick fifty feet above the mouth of the well, 
were broken by the force of the water. While 
this nozzle was on, the derrick, which is sev- 
enty-five feet high; was almost hidden from 
view by the spray and jettings of the stream, 
representing a sight as beautiful as it was 
wonderful. “ 
Later in the evening Mr. Weston, manager 
of the well, who has had charge of the drill- 
ing, removed the two and a half inch nozzle 
and placed upon the pipe a four- inch one. 
Immediately a stream four inches in diam- 
eter shot up nearly seventy feet, deluging 
everything in its descent. This was accompa- 
nied by a deep roaring sound, and frequent 
sharp reports resembling the disch of a 
rifle were heard. This stream, as well as the 
smaller one, struck the walking beam and 
broke much of its force. 
The amount of water that flows from the 
well is tremendous, being estimated at from 
8.000 to 10,000 gallons per minute. Even at 
the lowest enough pours out of the 
well to furnish every man, woman, and child 
in the State of South rao ane — — 
four gallons of water every twenty-four rs.

The indifference of the last city administra- 
tion as to the way in which saloons were run 
relieved those who kept them from the fear of 
losing their licenses if they misbehaved them- 
selves, and many of them courted a class of 
custom which otherwise they would have kept 
from their doors, They will act differently 
now. They will understand soon that if they 
shelter criminals or keep disorderly houses 
their Jicenses will be taken from them and 
that not even the powerful influence of an 
Alderman can get them back. Men do not 
risk $500 lightly. 

The present administration has begun well. 
It bas cleaned out the gamblers, will clean 
the streets, alleys, and sidewalks, and will 
clean up the salvons which need it, just as 
soon as the police force has been remodeled a 
little and the patrolmen emancipated from 
the saloon influence, so that they will notice 
a breach of an ordimance by the keeper of a 
tough drinking-shop as quickly as they doa 
violation of a law by any other citizen.

Aldermen have pleaded 
for their constituents, and they have influence 
enough generally tosuspend any ordinance. 
The sidewalks in this city are usually of good 
width, and for a long time these obstructions 
to travel were not noticeable. Buta growing 
population has made them an increasing nui- 
sance. The streets in the business section are 
becoming more crowded daily. At vertain

But something should be done to 
impress on pedestrians the necessity of 
keeping where they belong, and the police 
ought to be directed to suggest to per- 
sons who stop on the narrow passageways of 
bridges or form in knots on sidewalks the 
propriety of moving along. Where the re- 
quest is made civilly it u generally obeyed 
with pro mptness. 


THE LAKE-FRONT CONTROVERSY AGAIN. 

At the meeting of representative citizens 
held in Mayor Washburne’s office yesterday, 
which was called to discuss the Lake-Front 
problem and to suggest a. solution, the pro- 
posal of the Illinois Central company made 
through Mr. Telford Burnham to grab the 
block on Michigan avenue, between Monroe 
and Adams streets, was promptly condemned 
and repudiated. The second proposal of the 
railroad company to cut off 150 feet of the 
east ends of the three blocks lying between 
Monroe and Randoiph streets, so as to make a 
roadway, mostly for its own accommo- 
dation, was also scouted as unworthy of 
serious consideration. Then a resolution was 
adopted asserting in eriphatic terms that no 
settlement of the vexed question would be 
satisfactory which will not vest in the city 
the title tothe whole four blocks as they 
stand—310 feet deep and with full frontage on 
Michigan avenue. This action practically dis- 
poses of the so-called substitute bill intro- 
duced before the House Judiciary committee 
at Springfield Thursday, and which, in a slight- 
ly amended form, was reported to the House 
Friday morning. 

But the committee in the Mayor’s office did 
not stop at the action above explained. A 
resolution was adopted declaring that any ac- 
ceptable settlement must make provisian that 
the lands of the Lake-Front south of Adams 
street, the title to which may be vested in the 
city by compromise or otherwise, shall be 
maintained as à public park in perpetuity. 
This resolution will not meet with as much 
favor among the rural -legislators as the one 
first deseribed. The rural members 
have somehow condeived the idea that 
the interests of the State may be 
subserved by the establishment of a Lake- 
Front harbor extending from Adams street to 
Twenty-second street or further south. It is 
not necessary here to discuss whether the rural 
view is the proper one. There will be full dis- 
cussion on the entire subject this week. 

The committee, however, did not content 
itself with repudiating and condemning past 
projects. A new solution was proposed and 
one entirely novel: It being admitted that 
any elaborate plan of legislation on the sub- 
ject would have a poor chance of adoption at 
the present session of the General Assembly, 
and a speedy solution of the question being 
most desirable, it was resolved to draft a brief 
bill which would vest in a commission to be 
appointed by the Governor the power to ad- 
just all differences and. controversies growing 
out of this Lake-Front matter as between the 
city, the State, and the railroad company, sub- 
ject, however, to approval by the Governer. 
There was some doubt, it appears, as to the 
legality and soundness of such a commission, 
bat Corporation Counsel Miller held that it 
would stand the test of the courts. 


THE BRIGGS CASE IN A NUTSHELL. 

The Briggs case, so ‘far as the present Gen- 
eral Assembly is concerned, is settled by the 
veto ot his transfer from the chair of Hebrew to 
the chair of Biblical Theology in Union Sem- 
inary. That is the end of it at Detroit, butitis 
far from being the end of it elsewhere. The 
soundness or unsoundness of his theology as 
tested by the Presbyterian standards is yet to 
be determined by the New York Presbytery, 
to which he belongs, and thence, if the decis- 
ion goes against him, it may be heard on ap- 
peals to synod, assembly, and even to.the civil 
courts. It is a question which has come to 
stay, much to the embarrassment of Union 
Seminary and possibly more to the demorali- 
zation of the great denomination to which he 
belongs. From this point of view the follow- 
ing extract from an article in the current 
number of the Forum by Prof. Briggs, enti- 
tied ** Church and Creed, cannot fail to be of 
special interest, for in it is contained the 
whole cause of the present agitation. Prof. 
Briggs says: 

The movement for a revision of the Westminster 
symbols, now in progress ui the Presbyterian 
churches of the world, will probably eventually 
result iu casting those symbols aside as bafriers to 
church unity and as no longer suitable expressions 
of the faith and life of the church in our day.

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“THE PANIC IN THE CHURCH.” 

The Rev. Dr, Heber Newton, in one of his 
recent comments upon the objections being 
made to the confirmation of Phillips Brooks 
as Bishop of Massachusetts, which he char- 
acterizes as infamous, said he church is 
in a panic.” Ofcourse Dr. Newton referred 
to his own church, the Episcopalian, but his 
remark may have a wider application, judging 
from the general uprising of the liberal wings 
against the conservatives in other denomina- 
tions. A hasty survey of the field gives 
warrant to Dr. Newton’s remark. If there be 
not a panic there is at least a big commotion 
in the church, and the list of so-called heretics 
grows day by day. 

The Episcopalian Church has a twofold 
commotion, The objections which have been 
made to Dr. Brooks’ confirmation in so many 
of the diocesan conventions, after his thirty 
years of brilliant service, have aroused some- 
thing like bitter dissension which may in- 
crease to a dangerous extent if he should be 
rejected. His friends are not taking it with 
good grace that Bishop Perry of Iowa, Dr. 
Da Costa of New York, and others should 
seek to prevent his confirmation by charges of 
theological unsoundness and pledges 
from him merely because he believes that 
Christianity is broader than Protestant Epis- 
copalianism. The failure to confirm him, 
therefore, may prove to be an Episcopalian 
calamity, for his friends are charging his op- 
ponents with theological blackmail, The 
other commotion centers about Dr. Heber 
Newton, Dr. Rainsford, Dr. Stanger, 
and others, who are charged with un- 
Episcopalian practices. If. Bishop Potter 
were embarrassed as to the action he should 
take he now is relieved of it by the demand 
of Dr. Newton himself that his orthodoxy 
shall be investigated by a competent body 
of men intellectually capable of understand- 
ing their own creeds.” Inthe meantime he 
has kicked over the whole thirty-nine articles 
as mere “ecclesiastical diplomacy” and 

plants himself on the Nicene cteed, to which 
he affirms his loyalty and challenges investi- 
gation. , 

The Presbyterians have their commotion if 
not their panic, first, with the revision of the 
Westminster Confession, which is sent down 
to the presbyteries to be a bone of contention 
for a year to come; second, with the heresy of 
Dr. Briggs, Whose appointment in Union 
Seminary: nas been vetoed, which already has 
developed a storm-cénter as between Prince- 
ton and Union Seminaries, and may yet elim- 
inate Union from the control of the General 
Assembly, Incidental to Dr. Briggs’ heresy, 
other prominent scholars have arrdyed them- 
selves on his side in such a defiant manner as 
to expose themselves to the same charge, 
among them Dr. Schaff and Dr. Parkhurst. 
The latter says: 

The attempt to make of Presbyterianism an 
aggressive, widening, moving power in the world 
and yet to brake its wheel with the name of John 
Calvin or any other name is like getting into 
your carriage with a crack of your whip and a 
great show of travel before you have loosened 
your horse from the hitching post. Any one who 
supposes that that kind of a church in this age of 
the world is going to draw into its membership 
a great many people besides children before they 
commence to think, and old men and women 
after they have gotten through thinking, is badly 
mistaken. 3 

If the above be not flat heresy from the 
Presbyterian point of view it is difficult to 
see what heresy is. Evidently Dr. Parkhurst 
has thrown Calvin out of his buggy, and pro- 
poses hereafter to drive without him. And 
here is our own Dr. John H. Barrows daliying 
dangerously round the verge of heresy with 
the declaration that if the Presbyterian 
Church has no room for such a man as Prof. 
Briggs then its constitution ought to be 
changed and its scope made broader. Prof. 
Smith of Lane Theological Seminary has 
also come forward and boldly offered himself 
to Prof. Patton as a candidate for Princeton 
martyrdom in an explicit and defiant advo- 
eacy of all of Prof. Briggs’ views. In his de- 
fense of his friend he says: 

If Dr. Briggs can historically justify his posi- 
tions he has a right to hold them. I do not know 
what he could doin that line. I don’t see that 
his ideas of errancy of the Bible, the redemption 
of the race, and progressive sanctification after 
death are not according to the standards. 

The revision recently recommended by your 
committee would not very long ago have been 
considered rank heresy. I don’t understand 
Prof. Briggs’ views on progressive sanctification 
[laughter ], but that may not be because they are 
not clear. The confession has many points that 
are often misunderstood. The doctrine of the 
Presbyterian Church is that every minute thirty 
human beings drop into the unspeakable and un- 
ending torments of hell. Think of this awful be- 
lief—you can’t do it and keep out ot the lunatic 
asylam. Ithink mostof us have a secret hope 
that in some way God will flau a way out of this. 
It Dr. Briggs can find this in the Bible let us be 
glad. On a strict construction of the confession, 
of course he is wrong; but will you who mean to 
make such a radical change of our confession as 
to say that all infants are saved not leave a little 
margin for Dr. Briggs? Prejudice is easily raised 
but not allayed. The theelog:cal stomach is del- 
icate and made squeamish: 


The wing of the church known as the Re- 
formed Presbyterian has its troubles also, 
no less than seven of its ministers being up 
for trial because they voted at a political elec- 
tion. In consequence of this illiberality Rev. 
J. McClurkin, one of their most prominent 
members, has resigned his chair in the faculty 
of the Allegheny Theological Seminary and is 
ready to be expelled from the church rather 
than to be coerced in a purely civil matter. 

The Baptists, who have been so little trou- 
bled with heresy, have their commotions also, 
and the Rev. Dr. Bridgman of the New York 
Madison Avenue Church has.gone over into 
tlie Episcopalian fold rather than longer in- 
dorse close communion and a literal hell. He 
believes in inviting all believers to come to 


and | the communion-table and opening his church 


to them, but how will he beable todo it in 
the Episcopal Church, whose ritual is opposed 


to it, without exposing bimself to the very 
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church at Independence, Mo., has been sum-

Thus there is commotion all round and a 
shaking up of the old theologies. What is the 
import of it all? Are we approaching the con- 
dition mentioned in the old poem: 

The church bells were ringing, 
The Devil sat singing

The creeds they are out, 
And the world is nigh ready for me,” 


or, is if merely the foreshadowing of the time 
when the creeds will be brought into harmony 
with the advancement of thought and knowl- 
edge to the greater benetit of divine truth, 
which always remains the same and cannot be 
disturbed? . 
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THE JUDICIAL ELECTION—A CREGIERITE- 
CLAN-NA-GAEL STILL HUNT. 

It is the outspoken behef of many half- 

asleep Republicans that they and the Harrison 
Democrats wili have a walkover tomorrow— 
Monday—and will carry the eleven non-par- 
tisan dudges without the least difficulty, and, 
in fact, without many of them having to vote. 
Such serene confidence as that is often the her- 
ald of unexpected defeat. It would be a serious 
mistake to underestimate the strength of the 
desperate partisans who have put up a strictly 
partisan ticket and are seeking to pull down 
the judiciary to their own partisan level. The 
race will not be to the side which has the most 
votes, but to the one which polls the most bal- 
lots. The well-drilled Cregierites and 
Camp 20 Clan-na-Gaelites will bring out ali 
they possibly can, while the other and more 
powerful side 1s sleeping and snoring. 
Some say that the fight is only between Mr. 
Francis Adams and Mr. McKey. Were that 
the case it would be the duty of the Harrison 
Democrats to turn out in strength and elect 
their man, for the defeat of the gentleman 
who is their special candidate would inflict on 
them a bad blow. The “Cregierites” and 
Clan-na-Gaelites are aiming at more than 
supremacy in their own party. If that was 
all they wanted they would stop short with 
putting a man in the field against Mr. Adams 
and would renominate the five Republican 
Judges. In that case, whether they won or 
lost, the bench would remain non-partisan, 
nearly equally divided between the two par- 
ties, and the satisfactory custom of many 
years’ standing would be adhered to. But in- 
stead of renominating the following Repub- 
licans they have dropped them and set up the 
following Democrats: 
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All the Republicans are carefully cut off 
their ticket, and so is the Harrison man, 
Frank Adams. 

The Cregierites” hope that the apathy of 
their opponents as against their own energy 
in a still hunt and skill at trading will enable 
them to run in all their partisan anti-Repub- 
lican candidates. If they cando that they 
hope that they will be able to use the bench 
for partisan and Glan-na-Gael purposes. 
There are three Glan-na-Gaels convicted of 
murder in the penitentiary whom they want 
to turn loose. 

If the Harrison Democrats do not wish to 
be wiped out; if the Republieans do not wish 
to be caught napping and defeated; if inde- 
pendents do not wish to have the judiciary 
degraded in the interest of the Culver 
crowd, they must not lend an ear to these 
pleasing but often deceptive prophecies of an 
easy victory, but turn out Monday for the non- 
partisan ticket. They can win, triumphantly. 
But to do it each man must take 4 few min- 
utes *to vote, and not stay away and expect 
others to attend to his citizen’s duty for him. 


TOTTEN’S FOLLIES, 

Mention was made in a recent issue of 
Tun Trisunz of a predichon by Lieut. 
Totten that next March ends the term 
of repentance allowed to man before the be- 
ginning of the Sabbath of years which is 
to bring round the millennium in 1899, 
Since then his article on the subject has 
come to hand, and is found to contain two 
reasons for the prediction. The first is that 
the year 1899 will be the 5660th of the Jewish 
chronology, according to which 3761 must be 
added to any given year of the Christian era 
to get that dated from the creation, and this 
number is made up from thé numerical values 
assigned in the Hebrew notation to the letters 
that make up the name which in 
English is spelled “Jehovah.” Since 
those letters represent the number 5660, 
which corresponds to the year 1899, he 
holds that must be the year of Jehovah, or in 
other words the one in which the Lord shall 
come. Secondly, he says November, 1899, will 
witness the one hundred and first return of the 
great star shower that overwhelmed theenemies 
of Israel at Beth-Horon, which ‘he holds to be 
the first recorded fall of the stream through 
the densest part of which the earth is now 
known to pass at intervalé of about thirty- 
three years. Figuring it out that this shower 
was the one that fell during Joshua’s long day, 
when the sun and moon stood still, he thinks 
the coincidence for 1899 sufficiently 
startling to warrant him in frightening the 
world with the vaticination that the Day of 
the Lord will then come, presumably bring- 
ing with it felicity to the righteous and the 
doom of the wicked. 

A little statement of fact will show that

accepted today without question by the Greek 
Church as the true interval between creation 
The second point is of equally little value. 
Le Verrier, the great French mathematical as- 
tronomer, calculated back to the year 126 A. 
D. as the time when the belt of meteors that 
gives us the November showers first entered 
upon an orbit intersecting that of the earth, 
being then drawn into position by the perturb- 
ing power of the planet Uranus. Itis true 
there is just a shade of doubt as to the accu- 
racy of this conclusion, but only that result- 
ing from the inability to compute the precise 
positions of 1764 years ago. ‘ 
These two pillars bemg pulled from under 
the roof of Totten’s temple of reasoning it 
needs not to mention the minor features of 
his wonderful structure. It is no more sub- 
stantial than the snow house built by boys in 
winter, and worth no more consideration 
than the dream of an Indian medicine-man. 
The only wonder is that he should be encour- 
aged to repeat his nonsense in long articles 
on the pages of journals which are understood 
to be edited by sensible men, who have at 
least a regard to possibility in deciding on 
the merits of matter offered for their columns. 
They ought to know that Totten is a monoma- 
niac on the subject and treat him accordingly. 


THE ATTACK ON THE CRERAR WILL, 

There is no reason why the citizens of the 
South Division should fear that they will lose 
the library which Mr. Crerar meant them to 
have, nor the colossal.statue of Lincoln for 
which he set aside a hundred thousand dollars, 
It is true his cousins have gathered from far 
and near, from Scotland on one side and 
Manitoba on the other, and have hired law- 
yers to file a bill for them. It is true also that 
these lawyers say, as is their custom, there 
will be no difficulty about breaking the will 
and diverting to relatives whom Mr. Crerar 
never heard of the wealth he had given for 
certain purposes he had much at heart.

When 
a millionaire who has cmidren gives a large 
portion of his estate to colleges, hospitals, 
or libraries his sons and daughters often seek 
to set aside his last wishes, When a wealthy 
man dies without direct heirs, leaving his 
money as Mr. Crerar did his, the collaterals, . 
the cousins and nephews, flock from all quar- 
ters and insist that they shall be given the 
property, simply because the law has pro- 
vided that where a person dies intestate what 
he leaves shall go to remote heirs if he has no 
near ones. 

There is no equity whatever in the demand 
of the present contestants, who are merely 
trying to reap where they have not sown. 
Were they Mr. Crerar’s children and passed 
by by him there might be a strong feeling for 
them, but they are unknown cousins. Their 
case differs from that of the persons who are 
trying to get a share of the Stewart estate. 
The latter are endeavoring tg get it away 
from Judge Hilton, who is not a popular man. 
As between him and the Irish cousins, what 
sympathy people have to give is for the latter. 
These Scotch and Canadian cousins of Mr. 
Crerar are endeavoring to dispossess not one 
individual but a large number of the citi- 
zens of Chicago. 

The lawyers for the claimants talk glibly of 

“vague and indefinite bequests” and of the 
decision in the Tilden case, which is looked on 
generally as a poor one. They hope that they 
will be able to befog the Judges and get them 
to decide on frail and subtle technicalities 
that the disposition which Mr. Crerar wished 
to be made of his property should not be 
made, and that it should be turned over to 
persons whom he never took interest enough 
in to look up and who never thought enough 
of him to search him out when alive. In this 
cause death has been a great quickener of the 
memories of these remote cousins. 
Happily the equities and the law are on the 
side of the city, which is the beneficiary by Mr. 
Crerar’s will, and it will not be set aside. The 
only result of the contest wili be the transfer 
of a little foreign capital to this city in the 
shape of fees paid Chicago lawyers. 


THE LATEST PAPAL ENCYCLICAL. 
The full text of the recent Papal encyclical 
upon labor and social questions has made its 
appearance. Asa document issuing from the 
supreme head of a great church, numbering 
over two hundred million members, it must 
naturally possess unusual interest. It is also 
significant as showing that the Church—for 
the word of the Pope is the word of the 
Church—will hereafter occupy advanced 
ground upon these great social problems, par- 
ticularly as they affect the rights and condi- 
tions of the laboring people. At the same 
time it is to be observed that the encyclical is 
not authoritative in its statements and is still 
less satisfactory as proposing remedies for 
the dissatisfaction of hired labor, or solutions 
of the question at issue between hired labor 
and owners of capital.

THE REALTY MARKET OUTLOOK. 


Brokers Predict a Number of Pleasant and 
C pleasant Conditions. 

What is the tendency of the real-estate 
market? This question is pertinent at present 
for the reason that the dullmess in real-estate 
operations-has outlived the excuses offered by 
real-estate men from time to time since early 
in the year. “They confidently predicted that 
the activity of last year would be reéstablished 
in the early spring. The failure of the market 
to respond to the advancing season was laid 
first to the cold, unple t weather, next to 
the excitement in tothe elections and 
the unsettled condition of the city just before 
the Ist of May. The fact is the transfers show 
that a fair amount of business is being done, 
that there is no element of weakness among 


property-owners, and that the market is only 


unsatisfaetory to brokers. ' 
“A real-eatate market is supposed to imply 
- acondition of affairs when property i» being 
offered forsale and buyers stand ready to 
make offers,” said a Dearborn street broker 
in discussing the situation. This condition 
of affaira does not seem to exist. The acre 
speculation, which swelled the volume of bus 
mess during lust year, has been eliminated.

Reputable dealers who are able 
judges of art productions are undoubtedly the 
safest refuge for people of this clags. The late 
Mr. Collier of New York, who visited Chicago 
with a,collection of pictures of so high an order 
that he found few in the city to appreciate them, 
saw such a dealer. An artist himself, and a critic 
of rare discrimination. he possessed a love for art 
which amounted almost to a cult. The worth of 
such aman tothe world of art is inestimable, 
both to the picture-buyér and to the artist. 

Theodore Child said some time ago in a maga- 
zine article that the remark so commonly heard, 
‘I know nothing about art, but I know what I 
like,’ is worthy of respect as the obscure cry of 
the natural man who yearns and craves for sin- 
cerity.”

Three works have been received at the Art 
Institute by the Sculptor Albert Bruce-J oy. One 
is a graceful figure in bronze of a girl holding a 
nest of young larks in one hand and aloft on the 
finger of the other one of the nestlings to encour- 
age him in his First Flight,” which is the poetic 
title given to the statue, The motive of the work 
is admirably adapted to sculpture and the action 
of the girl is gracefully and intelligently ex- 
pressed. The delicately rounded form of the 
girl is pure in contour and the face, which was 
modeled from that of Miss Alexandra Kitchin, 
daughter of the Dean of Winchester, is full of 
charm. 

The statuette of the Rt.-Hon. W. E. Gladstone
